Paper, "Aside from those studies whichwere now shown to him 
there was another one, namely one entitled Defection Inducement 
which had been passed to him in 1956, and which we not onlfci 
knew had been passed to him but which also had turnedup in the 
hands of various Satellite services. We knew this through a 
defector and know also that the Satellite service in question 
had received their copy of this report from the KGB. SBE Comment: 
Defector in question here is C —3 

para 149: They are talking about the audio ops in West 

Germany . 

"The interrogator then quoted a report we had recently 
received from our latest Soviet defector to the effect that 
he had once learned from KOROTKOV ' s office inKarlshorst that 
the KGB had excellent success in getting information on BND 
attempts to monitor Soviet installations in Germany..." 

para 150 "...Concerning the information we quoted from 
our defector, he (FELFE) requested us to repeat this to him, 
giving the date of information and the exact wording of it, w hic h 
we did , at which point he stated that the date in question, 1959- 
1960, was a time at which he had barely gotten into the INDEX 
business, for which the KOROTKOV statement could simply not 
refer to himself." 

SBE Comment: This was the same day that Prof MICHAELIS was mentioned 
in the interrogations and the following day the problem of the 
"second source." Obviously, both days made an impression on Felfe 
since the confiscated letters pay particular attention to these 
points. AELADLE was the source of the above info on the audio 
ops andvJie received it from Vladimir KOROTKOV who he descirbed 
as the KGB officer in Moscow hks on the desk responsible for the 
Felfe/Clemens penetration operation - not from the Brin residentura 
chief, General Korotkov. He undboutedly got a letter out to the 
KGB, which we didn't receive, mentioning the KOROTKOV angle, and 
they may well then have informed him who it was.
